W ashington, M arch 7.— T ales of in­ 
dignities and affronts from the crow ds 
and indifference and laughing com ­ 
m en ts from the i>olioe w ere recounted 
b efore the sen ate com m ittee tha t has 
b egun an inv estigation into the alleged 
lack of protection giv en the gre a t suf­ 
frage pageant of last Monday. 
W om en prom in en t in 
national af­ 
fairs and in suffrage councils told of 
the ir harassed progress through the 
surging m ass of m en and b oys, whom 
the police, they said, m ade little effort 
to hold b ack. 
T heir stories differed in 
details b ecause of v arious v iew points 
from which the P ennsylv ania av enue 
m arch had b een 
v iewed, 
b ut 
their 
sta te m e n ts as to the general a ttitu d e 
of the police w ere endorsed b y Hear 
A dm iral 
Van 
Reypon, 
retired, 
and : 
G eorge F. Bow erm an, lib rarian of the ; 
C arnegie lib rary of W ashington, who ! 
appeared as a w itness again st the po­ 
lice d epartm ent. 
Miss Julia Lathrop, chief of the j 
child ren's b ureau of the d e pa rtm e n t ! 
of com m erce and lab or, one of the 
m arche rs In the suffrage parade, said 
the few police she saw seem ed to b e 
m erely "stand in g In the front row of 
the spectators.” 
Miss H arriet U pton T aylor of W a r­ 
ren, O., In charge of the Ohio div ision, 
said tha t delegations of "young Irish­ 
m en" surged in so close that no one 
could walk tw o a b reast; "good natured 
d ru n k en 
m e n ” 
pushed 
against 
the 
m a rche rs' lines w ithout re s tra in t b y 
the police and the few officers in sight 
did nothing to protect the m archers. 


Congress Passed. Special Act. 


C ongress had passed a special act 
directing the W ashington jKilioe de­ 
partm en t to “prev ent any In terference 
with the suffrage procession.” 
In the questions put to the w om en 
w itnesses S enators Jones, D illingham 
and P om erene tried to ob tain definite 
Inform utlonas to why the protection 
had b een so inadequate and as to the 
nu m b er of i>olice on hand and the 
m a n n e r in which they acted tow ard 
the women m archers. 
W ell dressed women, m any of them 
leaders In 
national suffrage affairs, 
packed 
the 
com m ittee 
room w here 
the 
hearings 
took 
place and 
from 
the ir ran ks c a m e the w itnesses who 
w ere called to the stand under the 
direction of Miss Alice Paul 
In a sta te m e n t 
furnished 
to 
the 
com m ittee at i*s opening M ajor Rich 
ard Sylv ester, su perin ten d en t of po­ 
lice, 
declared 
his 
d epartm en t 
had 
v en the parade all the protection it 
could with the limited nu m b er of po­ 
licem en av ailab le and that the d isor­ 
der on the stre e ts was due to the 
b reaking of cab les along the route 
and the unruly c ha ra c te r of the crowd. 
None of the women could giv e the 
n u m b ers of the policemen who had 
exhib ited Indifference or antagonism , 
although sev eral thought they could 
Identify som e of them 
T he w itnesses 
w ere alm ost unanim ous in declaring 
that 
few 
i>ollremen 
were In 
sight, 
and no m ounted officers, and the re 
seem ed no successful effort to control 
the 
crow ds

— T w o m en w ere killed and six heav i­ 
ly loaded freight c a rs were destroyed 
b y fire ar a resu lt of a b roken rail on 
the N orthern Pacific W innipeg div i­ 
sion near Dav idson, a few m iles east 
of here. 
T he dead men a re E ngineer Joseph 
McGowan, fifty-fiv e years old and a 
v etpran railroad 
man, and 
F irem an 
G ust Gagen, thirty years old, b oth of 
G rand Forks. 
As the engine turned on its side 
afte r striking the b roken rail the b oil­ 
e r b urst 
and 
McGowan and 
Sngen 
w ere scalded to death in full v iew of 
the other m em b ers of the train crew, 
who were unab le to aid them b ecause 
of the fire which followed.

FRIEDMANN TREATS 
THREE SUFFERERS 


Berlin Physician Makes Test of 


Tuberculosis Remedy. 


New York. March 7.—The first dem­ 
onstration in America of Dr. Friedrich 
Franz Friedmann’s treatment, which 
the visiting Berlin physician declares 
is a cure for tuberculosis, was given 
by Dr. Friedmann himself in the pres­ 
ence of physicians representing the 
city, the state and the staffs of hos­ 
pitals of several cities. 
Three patients, two men and a wom­ 
an. were selected by Dr. Friedmann 
from fifty tuberculosis sufferers, all 
hopeful that they would receive treat­ 
ment. 
The woman has been ill three 
years. 
Hers is a chronic case of the 
disease at the knee and was the most 
serious of the three chosen. 
The two 
men have tuberculosis of the lungs. 
Their cases are not beyond the in­ 
cipient stage, according to the author­ 
ities of the People’s hospital, the insti­ 
tution where the demonstration was 
held. 
Physicians who were present brought 
forward 
a dozen persona 
suffering 
with the disease In all stages. 
The 
medical history of each was available 
for Dr. Friedmann’s use. 
Statistics 
have been prepared at his request. The 
Berlin physician declined to treat any 
of these cases, however, but made his 
own selections. 
Each of the three who were treat­ 
ed received double injection, in the 
muscle and in the vein. 
Dr. Fried­ 
mann explained to those about him 
that the first reaction might be ex­ 
pected 
to be observed after

gain respect and popularity. 


The advertisement of Sumter, a 
town of 8,109, inviting applications 
for the city 
managership brought 
145 answers. 
Fully two-thirds of the 
applicants had had municipal exper­ 
ience in engineering. 
Several were 
graduates of West Point or M assa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technology, and 
they hailed from every quarter of the 
ccuntry. 
The commissioners accepted the aid 
cf the local chamber of commerce In 
sifting the correspondence. and the 
ten most promising letters were tak ­ 
en out for the consideration of the 
commission. 
Many of the applicants 
named salaries much higher than the 
work of the town justified and had 
to be excluded. 
The commission de­ 
cided that a man with experience in 
handling negro labor was desirable 
and early in January the place was 
finally given M. M. Worthington, a 
young and promising civil engineer 
from the staff of the Southern r a il­ 
way. 
He was not a Local resident 
and indeed no local men won serious 
consideration. 
All objection to giv­ 
ing the office to a non-resident seems 
to have disappeared with the accept- I 
a lc e of the charter.

The general appeal wrhich the Sum ­ 
ter plan has made is evidenced bv 
the efforts to incorporate it in state­ 
wide laws in at least four states1 
Ohio, New York, Iowa and Minnesota 
Larger communities are taking up 
the “ city m anager” Idea. 
The spec­ 
ial committee of the Dayton Chamber 
of Comrmrce, appointed to investi­ 
gate the various plans of govern­ 
ment, has reported in its favor. 
They 
say that “ it is the commission plan 
with a college education,” which is 
intended as a compliment. 
The city 
of Bisbee, Arizona, is seriously con­ 
sidering the plan. 
Herewith is reprinted the signif­ 
icant portions of the Ohio bill, which 
makes the “ city m anager” plan one 
of three optional forms available to 
all cities of Ohio. 
Article IV, City Manager Plan, 
Section I, General Description— The 
form of government provided in this 
article, to be known as the “ City 
Manager Form ,” shall consist of a 
council of five or more citizens, ac­ 
cording to the population of the mun­ 
icipality as uetermined by the last 
preceding federal census, who shall 
be elected a t large. 
The council 
shall constitute the governing body 
of such city with power to pass or­ 
dinances, adopt regulations, appoint. 
a chief administrative officer, to be 
known as the City Manager, approve 
all appointments made by the City 
Manager, 
fix all salaries, 
appoint 
a civil service commission and all 
boards or commissions created by 
ordinance. 
Section 2 provides for the size and 
term of the council. 
The number 
of councilmen shall be fixed on tne 
basis of population, to be determined 
by the last preceding federal census, 
as follows: 
A municipality having 
not more than 10,000 inhabitants, 
five; more than 10,000 and not more 
than 25,000 inhabitants, seven; more 
than 25,000 inhabitants, nine. 
All 
councilmen shall serve for a term 
of four years and until their succes­ 
sors are elected and have qualified 
Section 4 contains a schedule of 
nominal salaries for members of the 
council, running from $180 to $600 
per year. 
Sections 3, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 
9 refer to features held in common 
with the commission plan. 
Section IO refers to the city m ana­ 
ger. 
The council shall appoints a 
City Manager who shall be the ad­ 
ministrative head of the municipal 
government under the direction and 
supervision of the council and who 
shall hold office at the pleasure of 
the council. 
Section l l takes up the salary of 
the City Manager. 
The City M anag­ 
er shall receive such salary as may 
be fixed by the council; and before 
entering upon the duties of his office 
he shall take the official oath requir­ 
ed by this act and shall execute a 
bond in favor of the municipality for 
the faithful performance of his duties 
in such sum as shall be fixed by tne 
council. 
Section 12 takes up the duties of 
the City Manager. 
The duties of the 
City Manager shall be: (a) to see that 
the laws and ordinances are faith­ 
fully executed; 
(b) 
to attend all 
meetings of the council at which uis 
attendance may be required by that 
body; (c) to recommend for adoption 
to the council such measures as he 
may deem necessary or expedient; 
(d) to appoint all officers and em­ 
ployees in the classified service of the 
municipality, subject to the provisions 
of this act and the civil service law;

der proper conditions. 
Dean Williams said recently: 
“The function of the physician Is 
well understood to tie the prevention 
and cure of disease and the alleviation 
of pain. It should lie the duty of every 
physician to protect his patient from 
needless suffering, and In all cases in 
which death is Inevitable I b elev e hu­ 
manity demands the relief of pain 
even lf the duration of life may be 
shortened by the agents so employed."

Haw aii Is Doomed to Failure. 
Notwithstanding optimistic views In 
regard to the possibility of going on 
with tile construction of the drydock 
at Pearl Harbor. Hawaii, there is a 
well settled opinion among expert na­ 
val engineers thnt the whole project 
is threatened with failure. 
Rear Admiral W C. Cowles, who Is 
in charge of the construction of the 
dock, has told in his reports to the 
navy department, since the middle sec­ 
tion was wrecked by the upward pres­ 
sure of the unstable mud foundation, 
thnt the entire floor of the dock ap­ 
pears to tie intact, that the foundation 
piling has remained in place, but that 
the idling for the cofferdam around 
the other tw o sections has been badly 
injured. 
Naval engineers say that tile princi­ 
pal trouble with the dock is that it 
has been placed In n site where tile 
mud Is apparently unfathomable and, 
like the formations at the Culebrat cut 
at Panama, will be continually shift 
ing. 
The Pearl Harbor dock Is one of the 
largest and most costly that have l>een 
authorized by congress.
